One thing that's wrong with the political 
farm programa Is that the problem keeps 
changing.

We have a hefty surplus oI corn, which 
all the controls have been unable to reduce. 
Now It appears that the surplus will prow 
oven more rapidly In years to come. It the 
law of supply and .demand Is not allowed to 
operate. 

For a new hybrid com has been develop- 
ed In Illlnola Whlcli yields 20 to 25 per cent 
mo«, per acre. This will continue the trend 
to ever-greater ylelijs. 

The average yield per acre has risen, tfpm 
23 bushels to- 52 In 30 years. Good farmers 
with gootl land conunonly produce- 100 
bushels to the acre. Jin earlier hybrid .strain 
developed by Henry A. Wallace in the 20's 
had much to do with the increased yield.
